KARACHI (AP)—Pakistan liv- 
ed under martial law Wednes- 
day after President Iskander 
Mirza dismissed the Government 
to combat proponents of “mis- 
understanding between wus and 
countries like the USSR, the 
United Arab Republic and the 
Peoples Republic of China.” 

But the President also promis- 
ed to “honor all our interna- 
tional commitments.” Pakistan 
was one of the stronger mem- 
bers of the anti-Communist 
Baghdad Pact. 

The President, who turned 
the administration of martial 
law over to the army comman- 
der in chief. also criticized pro- 
ponents of war with India. 
Pakistan and India have long 
been at odds over the Indus 
River water and the possession 
of Kashmir. 

Mirza announced the Consti- 
tution has been abrogated be- 
cause it “proved unworkable.” 
He said a new one would be 
drafted and submitted to a re- 
ferendum “at an appropriate 
time” after the country is 
“brought to sanity by a peaceful 
revolution.” 

Not only the national and pro- 
vincial government executiver 
were dismissed but also the na- 
tional and provincial legisia- 
tures. Political parties - were 
abolished and their meetings 
| banned. 
| “Our foreign policy,” Mirza 
i said, “has been subject to un- 
| intelligent and irresponsible cri- 
| ticism, not for patriotic motives 
| but from a selfish viewpoint. 
“We desire to have friendly 
| relations with @H nations, but 
| political adventurers try their 
| best to create bad blood and 
'Mmisunderstanding between us 
and countries like the USSR and 
the UAR and the People's Re- 
public of China. 

“Against India they scream of 
war, knowing full well they will

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Garcia Definitely 
Making Visit Here 


MANILA (AP) — President 
Carlos P. Garcia is definitely 
making a state visit to Japan, 
probably next month, to discuss 
pending problems between the 
two countries. 

This was learned after the 
Council of State—highest ad- 
visory body of the Government 
—expressed approval for the 
presidential trip. 

Following Tuesday's cowncil 
meeting, Garcia said the visit 
would be primarily a goodwill 
mission to reciprocate § the 
Philippine visit last December 
of Japanese Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi and foster bet- 
ter relations with Japan. 

Garcia also held out the pos- 
sibility that he might discuss 
with Japanese . officials such 
matters as the Marikina muiti- 
purpose water works projects 
and the extension of the Manila 
Railroad Co. lines. Both pro- 
jects are to be financed through 
reparations from Japan. 

The date of the state visit was 
not diseussed at the council 
meeting, but Garcia said he 
would make a public announce- 
ment soon. But one source said 
next month’s weather would be 
just right for the trip. 


Saigon Accord 


Seen Imminent 


SAIGON (Kyodo)—Japan 
and South Vietnam are ex- 
pected to reach an agree- 
ment on Japan’s payment 
of wartime reparations to 
Saigon by this weekend at 
the earliest and sometime 
next week at the latest. 

Informed sources in Sal+ 
gon said Tuesday only four 
or five minor points atill re- 
quired thrashing out before 
a final agreement could be 
reached. 

Negotiations are being 
conducted at present on the 
basis of the final Japanese 
plan brought back here by 
Seishiro Ogawa, Japanese 
Embassy counselor. 


Sato Urges 
More Asia 


Investments 


NEW DELHI (AP) — Japan 
Wednesday urged the Interna- 
tional Finance Corporation 
(1FC) to spread its investments 
more liberally in Asia. 


“There is definite room for 
private investment in Asia,” 
said Eisaku Sato, Japunese 
Minister of Finance. “This area 


is endowed with both natural 
and human resources. The pos- 
sibilities there are very great,” 
he told delegates to the annual 
meetings of the IFC, the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund and the 
World Bank, 


The IFC, created by subscrip- 
tions from 57 member countries, 
lends money to private com- 
panies on relatively low interest 
and long term rates, 


The IFC does not require a 
loan to be guaranteed by the 
government of the eountry in 
which it is made. 


Japan’s Finance Minister not- 
ed that two IFC loans were 
made recently in Pakistan and 
a loan in India is expected to 
be announced soon. 


This is a good trend, Sato 
said, but “the way the corpora- 
tion operates is not well-Known 
in Asia.” 


Sato suggested that corpora- 
tion offices “come to Asia and 
talk with businéss people. In 
my country you will find many 
potential investors. , , ." 


Meanwhile, delegates to the 
IMF meeting had before them 
Wednesday a new Brazilian 
plan for helping underdevelop- 
ed countries through the IMF. 

The plan would alter sharply 
the present rules for drawing 
money from the IMF, ‘ 


Brazilian Delegate Jose Gar- 
rido Torres presented the plan 
as the IMF neared the end of 
ts yearly business meeting. 


It is highly unlikely Brazil's 
plan will get bevond the dis- 
cussion stage during the present 
meetings of the IMF, the World 
Bank and the International Fi- 
nance Corporation. 


Japan-U.S. A-Pact 
Signing Delayed 


WASHINGTON (AP)—An ad- 
ministrative obstacle apparent- 
ly delayed the signing Tuesday 
of a revised atomic energy 
agreement between the United 
States and Japan. 


Officials said, however, rep- 
resentatives of the two coun- 
tries probably will sign it Wed- 
nesday. 


A major revision meets 
Japan’s request that the United 
States agree to use all pluto- 
nium purchased from Japanese 
nuclear reactors for peaceful 
purposes only.

Socialists to Boycott Diet Talks 


The Socialist Party said last 
night it would boycott all Diet 
meetings unless the Govern- 
ment withdraws the bill streng- 
thening the Police Duties Law. 

The Liberal-Democrats _ im- 
mediately replied that they 
would hold debates without the 
Socialists. 

There were no signs of com- 
promise—and a Tories-only Diet 
session appeared certain today. 


The Socialists, denouncing the 
bill as “reactionary,” asked the 
ruling party yesterday morning 
not to submit the bill to the 
Diet. But the Cabinet approved 
the bill, which increases police 
}power, and presented it to the 
House of Representatives last 
night. 

A conference yesterday be- 
tween Liberal-Democrat and So- 
Clalist leaders on the issue fail- 
ed. 

The Diet Policy Committee of 
the Socialist Party, meeting 
after the conference, announced 
it would boycott all Diet de- 
bates—both plenary sessions 
and committees—uniless the bill 
were withdrawn. 


The Socialists and the Gener- 


al Council of Japan Trade 
Unions (Sohyo) issued state- 
ments last night sharply de- 
nouncing the Kishi Government 
for presenting the bill. 

The Government said the bill 
is needed to cope with mass vio- 
lence and juvenile delinquency. 

They pointed to violence dur- 
ing labor and political demon- 
strations and said that police 
should be given greater authori- 
ty to handle such disturbances, 

The Socialists, Sohyo and 
other opponents to the bill par- 
ticularly fear Article 5 of the 
draft. This article gives police 
power to take “preventive ac- 
tion” whenever “it is clear that 
there is danger of public peace 


turbed,” 

The opponents charge that if 
this is interpreted loosely, police 
would be able to clamp down 
on any collective action by 
workers, 

The opponents also condemn- 
ed Article 6, which gives police 
the power to enter any premises 
without a ‘search warrant “in 
case there is imminent danger 
to public peace and order.” 

The opponents also denounce 


and order being seriously dis-| 


a paragraph added to Article 2 
of the present law, which per- 
mits police to “protect” minors 
under 17 who committed a 
crime or are accused of commit- 
ting a crime, 


They say this “protection” 
means “confinement” and would 
violate Article 33 of the Constitu- 
tion which says that no persons 
can be arrested except upon a 
warrant “unless he is appre- 


hended during the time of the 
offense.” 


The Socialists announced last 
night that they would meet 
with Sohyo and other groups 
opposing the bill to” prepare a 
campaign to fight the bill out- 
side of the Diet. 


The bill would allow police 
to place in “protective custody” 
without a warrant persons sus- 
pected of committing crimes. 

The bill would also prevent 
demonstrations within public 
buildings, zig-zag street parades, 
non-registered demonstrations 
and sit-down demonstrations on 
highways. 

The revisions would empower 
police to prevent overcrowding 


of theaters and other halls. 
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Islands May 
Be in Defense 
Right Area, 
Diet Told 


Defense Agency Director 
Kisen Sato told the House of 
Representatives Foreign Affairs 
Committee yesterday “there are 
theoretical possibilities” that 
the Okinawa and Bonin Islands 
may be included in the area 
Where Japan's constitutional 
right to self-iefense can be ex- 
ercised, 


In reply to a question from 
Liberal-Democratic committee 
member Morio Sasaki as to the 
constitutionality of dispatching 
Self-Defense Forces to the is- 
lands, Sato said the U.S. was 
entrusted with local defense 
since it exercises administra- 
tive powers over the islands, 
and therefore, they were not in- 
cluded among the defense areas 
of the Self-Defense Forces at 
present, 


However, Sato added, there 
are “theoretical possibilities” 
that the islands are Subject to 
the defense rights recognized 
by the Constitution, 


Foreign Minister Alichiro 
Fujiyama told the committee 
that full consideration should 
be given to the matter. 


Whether the island areas 
should be covered under the 
joint defense area constitutes 
one of the focal points of the 
current negotiations for the re- 
vision of the Japan-U.S. Secur- 
ity Treaty. 

According to well informed 
sources, the U.S. desires to 
share with Japan the respon- 
si lity for the defense of the 
strategic islands. The Japa- 
nese Government is inclined to 
comply with the U.S. desire al- 
though no official statement has 
been made yet in this regard. 


The same sources predict that 
Sato’s statement will create con- 
siderable repercussions both at 
home and abroad and will be a 
target of Socialist attack,

QUEMOY (AP)—An unescort- 
ed Chinese Nationalist LST land- 
ed tons of ammunition and some 
450 troop replacements on Que- 
moy Wednesday. 

Crewmen said they did not see 
any accompanying United States 
warships on the voyage from the 
Pescadores as on their previous 
Quemoy trip. 

The arrival of replacements 
Was noted by newsmen because 
of President Eisenhower's and 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles’ statements that it is un- 
sound to base so many troops 
on Quemoy. 

Less than 100 army men, plus 
several dozen civilians includ- 
ing children and pregnant wom- 
en, boarded the LST which was 
scheduled to return to Taiwan. 

(Reuters, however, reported 
that Nationalist planes Wednes- 
day began “an airlift of serious- 
ly wounded troops and civiilans 
from the Quemoy group.”) 

Meanwhile, in Taipei a top 
American military adviser said 
the blockade of Quemey has 
been broken with a vastly im- 
proved air and sea supply sys- 
tem that will work even if fir- 
ing is renewed, 

“Unless the Communists or- 
der a 24 hour a day barrage I 
don't think they can stop con- 
voys from going through,” 
Gen, Lester Bork told a press 
briefing after a visit to Quemoy.

Japan U.N. Delegation Told 
To Back U.S. Test Ban Plan 


The Foreign Office last night 
instructed Japan’s Ambassador 
to the United Nations, Koto 
Matsudaira, to try to amend 
and then support a U.S. resolu- 
sion of a nuclear test ban agree- 
ment. 

Japan has “no intention at 
this stage” of presenting any 
test ban resolution of its own as 
originally planned, Gaimusho 
sources said. 

The General Assembly's im- 
portant Political Committee was 
scheduled to start discussing 
the disarmament and nuclear 
test issues shortly before mid- 
night yesterday, JST, 

The committee will debate 
and vote on three resolutions 
before the same issues go to the 
Assembly. 

India and the Soviet Union 
have submitted resoluthgns call- 
ing for immediate suspension 
of nuclear tests without await- 
ing the start on Oct. 31 of three- 
power talks in Geneva for a nu- 
clear test ban agreement. 


Dr. Matsudaira yesterday in- 


formed Tokyo that the United 
States had approached him ask- 
ing Japan to co-sponsor a re- 
solution that had already won 
the co-sponsorship of Britain 
and France, 

High Foreign Office officials 
met in Tokyo yesterday to dis- 
cuss the U.S. resolution which 
also calls for the establishment 
of an international body to pre- 
vent surprise attacks. 

During the discussion, it was 
agreed that the Indian resolu- 
tion stands little ciance of ob- 
taining majority support. The 
U.S. resolution likely will win 
more votes but Japan does not 
like the idea of lumping the test

Change Hits 
French Reds 


PARIS. (UPI)—Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle drastically changed 
the French election system 
Tuesday night in a blow at two 
factors which weakened post 
war France—the splinter-party 
e¥stem and the Communists. 

Tt was announced after @ 
three-hour Cabinet meeting that 
parliamentary elections for the 
new Fifth Republic will be held 
in two rounds Nov. 23 and 30. 

Presidential! elections, in 
which an electoral college of 
70,000 legislators and municipal 
officials will vote by mail wil 
be held Dec. 14. . 

A second round will be held 
a week later if no candidate 
gets an absolute majority. But 
De Gaulle is expected to stand 
for the presidency and to win 
an overwhelming majority the 
first time around, 


Tne general parliamentary 
elections will be held on the 
straight majority system that 


obtained for most of the life of 
the prewar Third Republic. 

Since World War HU, France| 
has used a proportional system 
Which gave the Comnrunists the 
benefit of every vote they got 
whether or not they allied with 
other parties—and their only 
allies were the tiny, fellow: 
traveling Progressive Party. 

Under the majority system 
the party getting 51 per cent 
of the votes in the first round 
wins the parliamentary seat in 
that particular circumscription. 
If nobody get 51 per cent the 
firat time around, a run-off is 
held and the party with the 
most wins. 

This. encourages the formation 
of large parties and discourages 
splir.ter parties. It also is sure 
to be hard on the Communists.

In “The Hunters” (currently 
at Shochiku Central) producer- 
director Dick Powell has created 
a diverting war opera in which 


one can fully enjoy acrobatic 
capers of zooming planes man- 
ned by pllote Mitchum and 
Wagner, joined in occasionally 
by Richard Egan and Lee 
Philips. 

And the moment of the 
choicest thrill is reserved for 


the aerlal combat scene between 
Major Mitchum’s jet and a MIG 
piloted by a Red Chinese nick- 
named “Casey Jones.” The 
chase across the North Korean 
skies is worth every inch of the 
de hixe CinemaScope in bright 
tints in which it is framed. 


Uniike ita predecessor ‘The 
Enemy Below,” an interesting 
sea combat film-fiction created 
by the same director some 
months ago, “The Hunters” 
does not confine itself to combat 
interest, but sports a soap-opera- 
tic sideshow featuring Bob 
Mitchum, May Britt and Lee 
Philips in love's triangle, 

This happens to be a most pro- 
saic threesome. It is nothing 
to be surprised at, with Mitchum 
in the romantic lead. Since his 
histrionic resources as a lover 
are limited to a few sleepy an- 
tics, director Powell wisely 


makes him a model soldier who 
does practically nothing, who 
resists with model fortitude the 
temptation to steal a devastating 
beauty from her estranged hus- 
band who happens to be his 
wingman Lee Philips. 

Far more convincing as 4a 
soldier than as a lover, Mr. 
Mitchum is wisely employed as 
the sole character interest in 
the film. His pokerfaced im- 
perturbability is such that few 
Can fathom its actual thickness 
or depth. The ace-pilot major 
somebody he plays is nicknam- 
ed “Iceman” among his fellows, 
and keeps referring to the Ko- 
rean War as “the only war 
we've got” as if it were the 
most sacred thing for him on 
earth, 

That somewhat shocking ob- 
servation is meant (by director 
Powell) to characterize the man 
who doesn't see himself In any 
other role in life but a fighter 
pilot. A man of this happy 
singie-track mind is bound to 
have a nice war in Korea and is 
decorated at the end though a 
little scratched on. the shoulder. 
His air stunts are far easier to 
look at, for all the photographic 
tricks, than his- painful love 
scenes set in the incongruous 
background of Kvoto, sbi th on 
his off days—F. 8.

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Kishi Assures 
No Revival 
Of Zaibatsu 


Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi assured the House of 
Councillors yesterday there Was 
no need to fear that the revi 
sion of Antimonopoly Law pro- 
posed by the Government will 
help revive prewar zaibatsa, 
giant communities of corpora- 
tions under a unified control. 


Kishi was replying to Liberal- 
Democratic Councillor . Haru- 
kazu Obata at the plenary ses- 
sion of the House yesterday. 


Obata asked Kishi tf the pro- 
poseti revision would encourage 
grouping of big companies into 
trusts or zaibatsu. 

The Prime Minister said that 
the Government-proposed _ bill 
for the revision of the law was 
so drafted as to limit licenses 
for the formation of cartels to 
the minimum as well as to sub 
ject cartels to the strictest Gov- 
ernment supervision. 

Kishi, in reply to questions 
by Bunkichi Tamura of the Ryo- 
kufuKkai about antidepression 
measures, admitted that higher 
money rate in Japan as com- 
pared .with the international 
level brought an added burden 
to enterprises. 


The Prime Minister said this 
situation could not be solved by 
reduction of the Bank of Ja- 
pan's official discount rate alone. 
A proper banking policy also 
needs to be adopted he added. 

The Government. he said, 
will endeavor to balance Ja- 
pan’s trade accounts with the 
United States and Canada, but 
is not considering organizing an 
economic community with. the 
two countries and Japan, 

Amplifying Kishi’s statement, 
Takeo Miki, director general of 
the Economic Planning Board, 
said the Japanese economy is 
burdened heavily by the coun- 
try’s over-population. 

Unless industry and trade are 
expanded to a great extent to 
absorb the ever-increasing popu- 
lace, the national economy will 
be unable to free itself from 
difficulties, Miki said. 

Miki also stressed the need 
to reduce money rates, lift 
small and medium industries to 
a higher level of productivity 
and to make special efforts to 
develop heavy industry and the 
chemical and machinery indus- 
tries. 

International Trade and In- 
dustry Minister Tatsunosuke 
Takasaki pledged to hold in 
check the formation of carte:s 
among big business to ensure 
sound development of agricul- 
ture - and small business.

Delegates to FAO’s 15-nation 
Regional Conference for Asia 
and the Far East yesterday con- 
tinued their discussion of short 
and long term prospects for 
agricultural commodities in in- 
ternational trade. 

Foreign markets for the re- 
gion’s agricultural products are 
a key point in the general eco- 
nomic development of the re- 
gion, and most countries of Asia 
depend heavily on these com- 
modities to supply foreign ex- 
change to finance development. 

For food deficit countires the 

problem is even more vital, for 
they must use valuable foreign 
exchange to import food for 
their people. Because of this, 
delegates have paid considerable 
attention to what is likely to 
happen in the field of inter- 
national trade. 
From a short term point of 
view — twelve to eighteen 
months—some of the informa- 
tion on rice crops presented by 
delegates was pessimistic. In- 
sufficient or late rains seem to 
have affected a wide area 
stretching from northeast Thai- 
land to the shores of Vietnam. 
Vietnamese Director of Agri- 
culture Truon Van Hieu report- 
e. that after the damage in- 
flicted by last year’s drought, 
the growing season had again 
started badly and he feared that 
the amounts of rice available 
for export in 1959 would 
probably be small. 


Cambodian delegate Ho Ton 
Lip expressed similar fears, and 
Thailand's Insee Chandrastitya 
feared that his country’s export 
surplus would not be as good 
as had been hoped due to the 
lateness of the rains, and ty- 
phoons. He estimated that Thal- 
land would have only 1,300,000 
tons for export, compared with 
last year’s 1,573,000 tons. 
Burma’s Deputy Secretary for 
Agriculture Wing Maung struck 
a more optimistic note in report 
ing that his country expects a 
much better crop than the ex- 
tremely poor one of last year, 
(Burma is the world’s leading 
rice exporter) and Korean 
delegate Kyu Hah Choi stated 
that his country; recently an 
importer of rice, expected excel- 
lent crops this year, and would 
have some surplus for export. 

So far as the long term point 
of view is concerned, delegates, 
in their discussions, showed an 
awareness of the effects on agri- 
cultural needs brought about by 
rapidly rising populations and 
rising incomes and noted that 
these effects were likely to in- 
crease.

of the long term demand pros- 
pects on international markets 
for the main agricultural com- 
modities of the region. 

The meeting decided to set 
up a small working party to 
integrate all these suggestions 
into a specific request for futu-e 
FAO expert assistance in. these 
matters. 

Another request was in direct 
response to a suggestion made 
Tuesday by FAO Director Gen- 
eral Binay Ranjan Sen. This 
was what a study, similar to 
one already being carried out 
in the Latin American Region, 
should be made of the effects 
of the European Common 
Market on future trends of 
demand for agricultural pro 
ducts of the Asian and Far 
Eastern Region. 


September Raw Silk 


Production Increases 


Raw silk production for Sep- 
tember amounted to 30,400 bales 
or an increase of 1,117 bales (4 
per cent) over the previous 
month, the Agriculture-Forestry 
Ministry announced yesterday. 

The month’s production also 
represented an increase of 717 
bales over the corresponding 
month of the previous year. 

Exports of raw silk for Sep- 
tember aggregated 1,960 bales 
or 1,850 bales less than the pre- 
vious month and 5,659 bales less 
than the corresponding month 
of last year. 

Domestic delivery during the 
month totaled 14,848 bales or 
1,002 bales less than the previ- 
ous month and 6,363 bales less 
than the corresponding month 
of last year.

Under the new voluntary and 
unlimited advance contract rice 
sales system with a favorably 
fixed Government purchase 
price, the rice farmers’ incen- 
tive to produce and sell is en- 
hanced. And with the squeez- 
ing of the official black and free 
market price gap, the desire to 
sell to the Government is fur- 
ther encouraged. In some of the 
top rice-producing areas, prices 
are the reverse—official price 
going above black and free mar- 
ket prices. 


Land Reform Pffects 


Postwar land reforms 
also enhanced production in- 
centive. Voluntary and in- 
dependent farming has tended 
to uplift not only farm manage- 
ment but also the living level. 

In the prewar past, the pre- 
vailing expression was “bumper 
crop poverty,” that is, bumper

Significance of Rice 


Indeed the‘ 


discussed the forthcoming meet- 
ing of the International Cham- 


tion, rice price dip and farm 
poverty. But since 1955 this ex- 
pression has disappeared for the 
following reasons: 

1. The rice crop is big but 
the ration amount is still short.| 

2. No matter how big the | 
vield, the Government guaran- 
tees a favorable, fixed price on 
all sales to the Government, 

2. Hence there is ho need 
for sales promotion by farmers, 
no danger of losses from big 
output and no fear of seasonal 
price fluctuations. 

Some Implications 

However, below are some im- 
plications of the current “rice 
economy.” 

1. Price support helps to pro- 


| 
| 


mote bumper crops and is a 
boon to farmers, but this is at 
the sacrifice of consumers and 
taxpayers. Price adjustments 
may be necessary if this con- 
tinues. 

2. Bumper crops may con- 
serve foreign currency reserves 
from less rice import, but this 
may mean a cut in Japan's ex- 
port to some areas where barter 
and bilateral agreements hold. 
Trade adjustments may be 
necessary. 

3. Adjustments between do- 
mestic produced and imported 
rice price may be needed, 

4. Big squeeze between offi- 
cial and black-free market prices 
may call for some price ad- 
justments. 

5. Despite the bumper rice 
crops (about enough to supply 
one. koku each to the national 
population, considered adequate 
for a year’s consumption), the 
official rice ration covers only 
about half a month. This is 
because of the total crop, only 
about 30 million koku are sold 
to the Government for ration- 
ing purposes. The rest are held 
by the farmers for their own 
consumption and holdings, but 
of this from 20 to 30 million 
koku go into the black and free 
market. This is not a healthy 
situation. . 


Farmers’ Living Standards 

However, for the sake of the 
rice farmers it should be stated 
that the price support system 
and bumper crops have greatly 
elevated the living standard of 
farmers and have provided 
them with some of the modern 
conveniences and urban cultur- 
al advantages. 

Of course, it is only the small 
minority who enjoy these bene- 
fits for the vast majority of the 
farming population is still liv- 


ing in the shadows.

Low-Priced Export Cut 


In Stainless 


Considerable improvement 
has been made recently in 
checking the low-priced export 
of stainless steel tableware to 
the United States, Yoshisuke 
Aikawa, chairman of the Na- 
tional Medium and Small Enter- 
prise Organizations, said Tues- 
day. 

Aikawa said the export price 
of this item had registered a 
rise of some 20 per cent since 
around August. ‘ 

He said this was brough 
about through the _ establish- 
ment in May of a single export 
outiet in Tsubame, Niigata 
Prefecture, which produced 90 
per cent of all the stainless steel 
tableware made in Japan. 

Japan’s export of metal flat- 
ware to the U.S. is now volun 
tarily fixed at 5,500,000 dozen 
a year, 

Earlier last spring, President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower  post- 
poned action on a recommenda- 
tion made hy the U.S. Tariff 
Commission in January for a 
higher duty on Japanese fiat- 
ware imported by America. 

Aikawa visited the U.S. in 
March as Prime Minister Kishi's 
personal envoy and held dis- 
cussions with U.S. officiais on 
such issues as the movement in 
that country to boycott Japa- 
nese goods,

Traffic Penalties 


On the first of this month a set of revised traffic regula- 


tions went into effect. 


But these are minor in comparison 


with the other announcements that came out at the same 


time. 


The Tokyo Metropolitan Police said they would push 
for heavier penalties against drunk and hit-and-run drivers. 
As if by a prearranged signal, the Tokyo Higher Prosecu- 
tor’s Office announced that henceforth a simple homicide 
charge instead of accidental homicide would be demanded 
against those who kill while drunk. 

The prosecutors’ plans are of course more genera] than 
those of the police, but what we are interested in at the 
present time is the traffic problem. Murder on the high- 
way is rarely deliberate, we are sure: but the action of a 
driver in riumfining away amounts to a heinous crime that 
certainty should not be treated as an accident. 


We are all in favor of making these criminals pav 


with severe punishment. 


Under existing custom, they get 


off very lightly and only rarely is one sent to jail. 
Drunken driving poses a different problem. The ques- 
tion is what the driver happens to do while under the 


influence of liquor. 


On the theory, though, that anyone 


behind the wheel of a car is responsible for maintaining 
his reflexes, the factor of drunkenness should be made to 
weigh against a traffic violator. 

That point we just mentioned about the responsibility 


of the driver is worth more 


thought. It should be gen- 


eralized to include all motorists, not just the drunk ones. 
Under conditions existing on our streets today, the 
driver’s job is not easy. He is constantly called upon to 
exercise good judgment; and this is a grave matter, be- 
cause it involves serious danger to lives and property. 
The chief reason why judgments are so frequently 
poor is that conditions work to make drivers feel they 


can get away with so much.

Red T. rade and Aid Aims 


Mikoyan Eager for More Exchange of Goods Between USSR, 


How serious is Russia's bid for 
U.S. trade? Nikita Khrushchey and 
Anastas Mikoyan dwelt on the 
Kremlin's trade and aid objectives 
frankly and at great length in 
Moscow conversations with Adlai 
Stevenson, reported in this fifth 
article of a series by Stevenson. 
Other articles will appear at a later 
date —“ditor. 


I have been writing about 
Russia’s external relations with 
foreign nations and the other 
members of the Communist 
bloc. And before going on to 
tell about Russia from the in 
side, | want to say something 
about Ruasia’s foreign trade and 
aid, 

Last year Soviet trade reach- 
ed large proportions, Deputy 
Premier Anastas Mikoyan told 
me it was over $8,000 million. 
Trade, like production, is con- 
trolled by the state and costs 
(which we can’t accurately 
compute) are not decisive of 
prices, as in private business. 
Consequentiy Communist trade 
can be managed to serve politi- 
cal as well as economic ends. 
For example, Russia can take 
commodities which others may 
have trouble selling—Iceland’s 
fish, Ceylon’s rubber, Uruguay's 


wool, ete, 
‘ 


Communist Footholds 

And it is reliably reported 
that the Communist trade and 
aid drive has won important 
economic footholds in some 19 
countries from Argentina to In- 
donesia. 

There are other reasons 
for this penetration, including 
long-term low-interest credits, 
liberal currency provisions and 


too 


low prices. Russian oi] has 
even invaded the western 
hemisphere—in exchange for 


Argentine wool, Brazilian coffee 
and Chilean copper—and at cut- 
rate prices. Soviet aluminum, 
tin, platinum and zinc exports 
have depressed world markets. 
But most East-West trade is 
conducted at world prices. 

United States trade with the 
Communist hloc is negligible, 
less than one-half per cent of 
our exports last year. Russia 
is eager for more trade with us. 
I talked about this with Khrush- 
chev and at length with Miko- 
yan, the Soviet trade expert 
and the only top leader who has 
survived all bloody purges and 
convulsions in the Kremlin. 

Premier Khrushchev. was ir- 
ritated that the full text of his 
letter to President Eisenhower 
last June proposing a large in- 
crease in trade had not been 
published in the United States. 
When ne added that therefore 
they could not publish the 
President's “good reply” for 
“prestige reasons” you get a 
glimpse of how touchy they are. 

I said he could hardly expect 
to get new credits from the 
United States until the Lend- 
Lease account from the last war 
was settled on some reasonable 
basis. He quickly agreed, but 
added thatany settlement would 
be only a small part of what we 
were spending on “anti-Soviet 
propaganda” and on credits to 
our allies “to maintain strained 
East-West relations.” 

Old Argument 

And this non sequitur was 
quickly followed by the old So- 
viet argument that comparative 
sacrifices must be considered— 
“all the fathers, sons and 
brothers who died in the war” 
—in settling their obligation for 
all the war materials we sent 
them during the war. 

I was tempted to remind 
Khrushchey that Russia was 
allied with Hitler until he turn- 
ed on them and that their awful 
losses were suffered not to help 


us but in self-defense.

Soviet Trade

must establish.

him some questions and he was 
off. 

Soviet foreign trade last year 
was over $8,000 million and the 
Soviet Unian could find $500 
million, or $600 million or even 
$1,000 million to trade with the 
United States. “Back in 1931, 
Soviet-U.S. trade reached $600 
million at prices of that time. 
Now the Soviet economy is 
much more developed and our 
output is increasing at il per 
cent to 12 mae cent a year,” he 
told me. 


When I asked him what 
goods they could exchange in 
such volume, he said: “The 
goods will appear when inter- 
est appears; certain branches of 
our industry could be expanded 
still more rapidly if the U-S. 
showed interest in trade.” “But,” 
he concluded, “trade would be 
virtually impossible unless pres- 
ent discriminatory practices 
were abandoned,” 


Airs Grievances 


There followed a recital of 
grievances; visa difficulties, dis- 
criminatory tariffs, export 
licensing, concluding with this: 
“Your system of export licens: 
ing for everything is very bu- 
reaucratic. The Soviet Union is 
also plagued with bureaucracy, 
but in this you surpass us.” It 
was about the only concession 
I got in Russia! 


When I asked him what they 
wanted most from us, he men- 
tioned textile and chemical ma- 
chinery, equipment for paper 
factories, and referred to other 
items in Khrushchev’'s letter to 
the President. He was very 
pleased by a recent deal with 


an American company for che-. 


micai equipment. While he 
thought that businessmen of the 
two countries “got along quite 
well together,” Mikoyan said 
President Roosevelt’s slogan 
was “live without fear,” but evi- 
dentiy American firms were liv- 
ing in fear of trading with the 
USSR. 


Trade is very much on the 
minds of the Russian industrial- 
ists and about the only visible 
bad temper I saw in the USSR 
was the manager of a machine 
tool factory in Siberia who ex- 
ploded: “What sort, of national 
policy is it not to trade!” He 
revealed the extreme irritation 
of the Russians who have been 
foreed at great effort, expense 
and economic inconvenience to 
build plants to make machinery 
they could buy abroad cheaper 
and quicker. 

Working at Capacity 

Mikovan touched on the same 
point: “We might want to buy 
some excavators in the U.S. 
over a@ year or so td help with 
our canal building program.” 
“But,” I said, “I’ve seen the 
largest excavators in the world 
in the great Uralmash plant in 
the Urals.” “True,” he answer- 
ed, “but our plants are working 
at capacity, and when we need 
still more excavators temporari- 
ly we would rather buy them 
than expand our production ana 
create useless capacity.” 

I doubt if very much excess 
capacity has been built which 
would have been unnecessary 
had postwar trade relations 
with the West been normal. But 
some diversion of labor, mate- 
rials and skills painfully needed 
for war repair and development 
is certainly part of the price 
they have paid for dividing the 
world and, incidentally, encour- 
aging an earlier Chinese adven- 
ture-——the attempt to take Korea. 

To my questions about. Soviet 


attitudes on economic self-suf- 
ficiency, Mikoyan said, with 
smiling sarcasm, that they took 
into account the statements of 
“brave generals of yours about 
wiping the Soviet Union off the 
face of the earth,” and wanted 
to be independent of the 
“capitalist world” in the basics. 
To depend on foreign sources 
for, say 5 per cent to 10 per 


cent of a given machine, Miko-- 


yan sald, would not impair 
that independence. 
“We are for tradet” he re- 


peated. “You can produce some 
things more cheaply than we 
can, and we should expand out- 
put of the items we can pro- 
duce more cheaply.” He said 
they had lots of timber, paper, 
cellulose to sell, “even to the 
United States,”” and that they 
wanted to sell oil and minerais 
in Europe, probably in competi- 
tion with the United States. 

“Competition” brought me to 
the recent Russian cut-rate 
sales not only of oil but of tin, 
and especially aluminum. Was 
this economic warfare? Was ‘t 
to demoralize world markets? 
Did they have surplus alum!- 
num? What were their future 
intentions? 


Not Keonomic War 


His reply was interesting. 
First, it was not economic war 
fare; they export aluminum 
mainly to get foreign exchange: 
“For example, the Soviet Union 
exported 20,000 tons to Britam 
to pay for goods bought there. 
Had we not needed the British 
currency we would have used 
the aluminum because our do- 
mestic requirements are grow- 
ing, or we would have stock- 
plied it—it doesn't spoil.” 

And then he added that Russia 
was forced to enlarge its alumi- 
num industry when the United 
States insisted that aluminum 
was a strategic material and 
persuaded Europe not to sell to 
the USSR. “And now we have 
a comical situation; the Soviet 
Union is selling aluminum to the 
very countries that are forbid: 
den to sell to the Soviet Union. 
Apparently you gentlemen have 
no sense of humor!’ I was in- 
clined to agree. Meanwhile, the 
USSR has already become the 
third largest producer. 

The talk turned to Soviet aid 
to undeveloped countries. They 
have surprised us by the magni- 
tude of their effort in this field: 
some $2,000 million: of small 
grants and low interest credits, 
and scientific-technical agree- 
ments with 15 countries. Since 
1955 the Soviets have wunder- 
taken about 150 industrial pro- 
jects; steel and textile mills, 
bridges, sugar refineries, cement 
plants, oil exploration, etc. Pla- 
toons of technicians help to 
carry the Communist message 
to poor people in distant places, 
especially strategic places. They 
live at the people’s leyel and 
often speak their languages. 
Soviet propaganda attacks the 
Free World's development ef- 
forts as “exploitation” and “eco- 
nomic imperialism.” And Com- 
munist influence is growing. 

lL asked the able Mikoyan 
what they had in mind for the 
future in this field and later 
talked with Skachkov, chairman 
of the “Committee on External 
Economic Relations.” I got no 
inkling that China is unhappy, 
as many say, about the diver- 
sion of Soviet resources to other 
areas to win friends and influ- 
ence people. Indeed, China has 
a modest economic aid program 
of its own—a highway in Ye 
men, rice and cloth to Indonesia. 


Plans for Expansion 


They told me they believe in 
the international division of 
labor and that “since everything 
is expanding,” their economic 
assistance programs wouid have 
to expand too. But I could get 
no idea of the dimension of the 
future effort. When I asked if 
it wouldn't put a severe strain 
on Soviet resources, Mikoyan 
said only: “Our shoulders are 
broad.” 

My question about tne polit- 
ical cancellation of their credit 
to Yugoslavia touched a sore 
spot. And Skachkov politely in- 
formed me that the USSR had 
never broken an economic 
agreement. { gathered that 
their agreements permit suspen- 
sion by either party, which 
seems to make them merely ex- 
pressions of intention—subject 
to good political behavior. 

The subject of aid concluded 
with Mikoyan’s assurances that 
the Soviet Union was ready to 
cooperate as well as compete in 
economic assistance for the less 
developed countries. This is 
something | have urged for 
years. The price for them of a 
pooled effort not identified with 
any single country is high—the 
loss of their political leverage. 
If it works, well and good, the 
project helps thé country’s 
development. If cooperation is 
impossible, as it may well be, 
then at least the blame can be 
assessed. The Regional Develop- 
ment Agency for the Middle 
Kast, an old proposal now 
adopted by the Administration, 
might be a good place to try 
out a joint effort at economic 
and technical assistance. 

U.S. Assailed 


My interesting talk with Anas- 
tas Mikoyan ended, as most of 
them did, on politics. He asked 
me bluntly but with a compii- 
mentary twist, how one so edu- 
cated and informed could make 
such “groundless attacks on the 
Soviet Union in every speech.” 
He asked ‘if it was a political

Hunger Spirit 

In many mountain regions 
which were formerly traversed 
by travelers on foot a story is 
told of Hidaru-gami or hunger 
spirit. This spirit is given dif- 
ferent names according to the 
locality, such as Dari-gami, Dart- 
hotoke, Dani or Darashi. 

As a traveler passes a lonely 
mountain place, he suddenly 
feels very hungry and faint and 
cannot proceed a step further. 
He is then caught by Hidaru- 
gami, it is said. On roads far 
from Villages, many beggars 
and travelers died because of 
hunger and fatigue, and the 
spirit of such unfortunate per- 
sons rises as a traveler comes 
by, making him hungry. 

Merchants and others who 
used to pass such lonely moun- 
tain places were prepared for 
the attack by the hunger spirit. 
When they took meals on the 
way, they put aside a few grains 
of cooked rice, and wrapping 
them up in a sheet of paper, 
carried them in their bosom. 
As soon as they began to feel 
hungry and knew that the 
hunger spirit was upon them, 
they would take out the rice 
grains and throw them on the 
road. 

The few grains would satisfy 
the hunger spirit and travelers 
were no longer molested. When 
they did not have rice to give 
to the hunger spirit, one ad- 
vice given was that they should 
write the character for rice on 
the palm of the left hand with 
a finger and then lick the spot 
with the tongue. That was 
prescribed as a sure way to ap- 
pease Hidaru-gami. 

It is believed that in the old 
days, many travelers going on 
long journeys. through unin- 
habited regions without carry- 
ing sufficient food, died on the 
way from hunger and fatigue. 
Stories of such miserable inci- 
dents are said to have started 
this belief in the existence of 
Hidaru-gami and its attack on 
travelers.

requirement in the U.3S.; if con- 
ditions made “anti-Soviet at- 
tacks mandatory.” He said, with 
a smile, that the charge remind- 
ed him of the revolutionary 
period of 1918-20 when no one 
made a speech in Russia with- 
out attacking the “entente”— 
though the people didn’t Know 
who or what it was and thought 
it was a woman! 

Patience isn’t always easy in 
these talks but it is the best 
policy if you are trying to 
get their view of things rather 
than express your own. So I 
resisted the provocation and re- 
plied that I was sure he knew 
quite well the many reasons for 
our dislike and mistrust. But, 
1 added, there is one factor in 
our relations that is very much 
on my mind—the ignorance of 
the United States and its mo- 
tives throughout the Soviet 
Union. 

When I complained about tra- 
vel restrictions for foreigners, 
about jamming American broad- 
casts and censorship of Ameri- 
can news reports from Russia, 
his temper rose. 

But more of that in another 
article. 

But we ended that day in good 
spirits. I said we couldn't al- 
ways hear what we wanted to 
hear. Mikoyan agreed that life 
would be pretty dull that way 
—and that at least we could 
agree on more trace. Where- 
upon he presented me with a 
huge gift box of all kinds of 
Russian cigarettes. But I don't 
smoke!

Red Ceasefire Offers Diplomatic Standby 


By PHILIP KING 


HONGKONG (HP)—Red 
China is running true to form. 
By offering a ceasefire in the 
Taiwan Straits, it has come up 
with an old time-tested diploma- 
tic standby—a change of pace 
calculated to throw its opponent 
off balance. 


The Chinese Communists liter- 
ally “ceasefired” their way to the 
top of the heap on the mainiand 
in the years immediately follow- 
ing the end of World War II. 
Later in Korea their ceasefire 
formula extricated them from a 
certain defeat. 


Now the Communists are 
again pitching for all it is worth 
their time-worn but dependable 
ceasefire formula. Their op- 
ponents, bracing for some fast 
dazzling pitches In the Taiwan 
Straits, are already showing be- 
wiiderment at the tantalizing 
slow change«of-pace throw in 
the form of a one-week truce, . 


Red China’s sudden switch of 
tactics has again upset the pace 
of its opponents. Whatever its 
immediate objective, the cease- 
fire offer has: 


—Won the approval of a ma- 
jority of America’s allies, there- 
by tipping the scale of world 
opinion in Peiping’s favor. 


—lUpset, to a certain extent, 
the timetable of Sino-American 
military operations in the Tai- 
wan Straits. 


-—bkvrnished a atrong deter 
rent to any effective military 
measures the Americans might 
have formulated’ in support of 
the Nationalists as long as the 
Communists advance a “peace. 
ful solution” to the Taiwan 
problem. 

Peiping’s offer of temporary 
peace has also brought some 
cautious optimism for a peace- 
ful settlement of the Far East 
crisis to a segment of America’s 
legislature and press. 


Much speculation is still go 
ing on in world capitals as to 
the immediate objectives f the 
ceasefire offer. Any of the many 
guesses advanced by students 
of Red Chinese affairs may be 
true, but one factor stands out 
above others: the Peiping re- 
gime resorts to an offer of truce 
whenever it finds itself in a 
dilemma or in need of buyin, 
time. 


It may be recalled that be- 
tween December 1945, following 
the end of World War Il, and 
March 1949, there were no few- 
er than 13 occasions on which 
the Chinese Communists agreed 
to ceasefire arrangements with 
the Nationalists. 


In short, the “peace talks” be- 
tween the Nationalists and the 
Communists. lasted almost five 
years, interspersed by varying 
periods of “ceasefire.” While 
the “peace conference,” un- 
doubtediy one of the longest in 
recorded history, dragged on, 
Mao Tse-tung consolidated his 
position with the aid of the 
Russians and swallowed real 
estate on the China continent 
piece by piece. 


The marathon peace talks be- 
gan on a high note of optimism 
immediately after the conclu- 
sion of the last World War. On 
Aug. 28, 1945, Mao Tse-tung ar 
rived in Chungking from Yenan, 
accompanied by U.S. Ambas- 
sador Patrick Hurley in the role 
of a mediator, to settle “out- 
standing differences with the 
Netionalists. 


In the years following the 
initial talks in Chungking, the 
venue of the conference was 
first moved to Nanking, then to 
Yenan and finally to Peiping. 
What proved to be the final con- 
ference began in Peiping on 
April 1, 1949. 


During these years of on- 
again-off-again talks, the Com: 
munists' asked for ceasefire 
whenever they were on. the 


brink of a military crisis. Tak- 
ing advantage of one period of 
ceasefire after another at con- 
venient intervais, the Com- 
munists swallowed up the whole 
China continent by easy stages. 


In the meantime, the Rus- 
sians, who gave their whole sup- 
port to the ceasefire plans, re- 
fused to budge from Manchuria 
during the talks despite as- 
surances of an early withdrawal.

In the final months of the peace 
talks, the Russians surrendered 
Manchuria to the Communists. 

In the light of these past 
events, it appears certain the 
Nationalists will have but one 
answer to Peiping’s proposal for 
direct talks with Taipel: it is 
bound to be: a flat “no.” 


The Nationalists point out 
that the very wording of Ked 
China's truce offer penned by 
Marshal Peng Teh-huai is 
similar to that offered by Mao 
Tse-tung in June 1946, which 
said: 


“The signing of a new truce, 
an implementation agreement 
which is a step toward a perma- 
nent ceasefire in Manchuria, is 
contingent on the cessation of 
all U.S. military aid to the Chi- 
nese Government (Nationalist) 
and prompt withdrawl of U.S. 
forces from China.” 


At the same time the Chinese 
Communists publicly blamed 
Gen. George C. Marshall, at the 
time President Truman's special 
envoy to China, “for failure to 
end hostilities in China.” 


Five days after the signing of 
the “new truce,” Mao Tsetung 
announced on June 19, 1946, the 
establishment of a Communist 
yovernment in Manchuria, 


Even after this development, 
the “peace talks” dragged on 
for three more years until April 
1949, 


America’s role during these 
lengthy talks was that of a 
mediator in the persons of Am 
bassador Patrick Hurley and his 
successors, Gen. Marshall and 
Dr. Leighton Stuart. 


From the beginning to the 
end of the talks, indications 
were pretty strong that Wash 
ington was inclined to place 
faith in Mao Tse-tung’s sincerity 
for a “lasting ceasefire.”
